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Bad air at the Nort 
Intermediate?

Is something in the air at the 
North Intermediate School? 
Apparently so. Carbon Dioxide 
levels have been found to be above 
acceptable levels in some.of the 
classrooms. According to a report 
dated December 9th 1996, by ATC 
Associates, an independent 
consulting firm hired by the Town 
of Wilmington to conduct Indoor 
Air Quality (IAQ) and 
Microbiological testing at the 
school. "All indoor air quality 
parameters were within normal 
guideline ranges with the exception 
of consistently elevated levels of 
carbon dioxide and low relative 
humidity levels throughout the 
school." said the report. 

"Carbon dioxide is an odorless 
gas which is the primary 
by-product of human respiration. 
Carbon dioxide can cause 


discomfort at lower levels and can 
act as a mild narcotic and 
asphyxiant at higher concentrations. 
The amount of carbon dioxide 
present in indoor air is a good 
indicator of how well a building's 
ventilation system is able to 
exchange indoor air with outdoor 
air. If carbon dioxide levels exceed 
800-1000 parts per million (ppm), 
the system is not effectively 
exhausting occupied spaces, and the 
result is a build-up of indoor 
contaminants." said the report. 
There was a complaint of a 
musty odor in one of the classrooms 
after the heavy rains November 6th 
according to school Superintendent 
Dr. Geraldine. A. O'Donnell. 
There were complaints of nausea 
and headaches. The room was 
evacuated and then evaluated by 
Roger Lessard, Public Building 
Superintendent and his staff. The 


odor was diagnosed as being caused 
by Science chemicals stored there 
and mildew on a window ledge in 
the room. The room was sanitized 
with a bleach solution and put back 
into use after it was deemed safe, 

Building principal Doug 
Anderson being concerned about 
the safety of students and staff 
requested Lessard hire an outside 
consultant to evaluate the school's 
air quality. 

The Town of Wilmington then 
contracted with ATC Associates Inc 
of Woburn, Environmental, 
Geotechnical and Materials 
professionals.

The town has 
grown, but the police and fire 
stations remain the same. The 
buildings are old and their 
condition is hardly acceptable. We 
need these buildings upgraded so 
that there is enough room-for the 
growing staff, as well as the 
equipment now needed to keep our 
town a safe place to live 

Our police force would operate in 
a more efficient manner if housed 
in one building. feel that this also 
holds true for the firefighters. A 
public safety building would be a 
perfect way to get all involved with 
the 911 system operating gut of one 
facility, while also allowing 


sufficient space for the fire engines, 
etc, 

This brings us to the issue of a new 
school. As a parent of children in 
the Wilmington schools, I have 
taken the time to tour many of the 
schools to see just how bad the space 
problem is.

These Forrests stand out

Hugh, Alice and Muriel Forrest of 
Wilmington are fine, friendly folks 
who lead lives that are interesting, 
stimulating and even inspiring. 
They “pursue numerous worthy 
activities and pastimes that keep 
them constantly busy and occupied. 

Hugh's spirit of adventure and 
achievement is simply huge; he 
could justifiably be called 
Formidable Mr. Forrest. He keeps 
physically fit in part by cutting 
wood, usually 10 or 12 chords a 
year, for the wood-burning stoye; 
this winter hand surgery obfigedt 
him to reduce his output to 4 or 
chords, probably enough to keep 
the family as warm as toast at least 
until his 89th birthday on March 17. 

He is a devoted student of 
languages; he began with Latin, 
French and German as a schoolboy 
in his native Nova Scotia, Outside 
of school hours he studied Yiddish, 
which is still of special interest to 
him. Muriel, his sister, reports that 
when he was young he could learn a 
language in two weeks! 

His current. favorite subjects of 
linguistic study are the modern 
versions of Greek and Hebrew. He 
attended Hebrew classes at Hebrew 
College in Brookline; he and a 
classmate became friends and meet 
regularly at Hugh's home to 
practice speaking the language. 
Hugh also uses audio tapes for drill, 
and reads children's books in 
Hebrew because the degree of 
difficulty is not too advanced. 

Similarly he has studied 
Lithuanian, Polish and Armenian; 
in 1986 he began his exploration of 
Cambodian and, to a lesser degree 
Laotian, when he was assigned to do 
Mormon missionary work with 
recently-arrived refugees in 
Lowell He worked his way 
through more than two dozen 
Cambodian language tapes in this 
connection, which he. found 
invaluable when giving help to the 
newcomers. He tutored them in 
English, assisted with Sunday 
School, and so on, until 1993; he is 
still in touch with many of the 
friends he made during this time. 

Hugh's formal education began in 
Nova Scotia in rather modest and 
unpretentious facilities; his first 
three academic edifices were 
one-room schoolhouses! When he 
was in the first grade at his first 
school in Mink Cove, Digby 
County, he had a special advantage - 
or was it a disadvantage? His Aunt 
Laura was the teacher! 

He has a remarkable memory 
connected with a momentous event 
that occurred on December 6, 1917. 
His family on that day was in the 
process of moving to a new home 
from New Grafton in Queens 
County, where his father had been 
born in January, 1868, and where 
Hugh attended school for a couple 
of years; the family members were 
in a horse and wagon some 90 miles 
from Halifax when they felt the 
earth tremble in an ominous 
manner. When they arrived at the 
village of Milford they were told 
that the Germans had blown up 


Halifax; it wasn't until two weeks 
later that they learned what had 
really happened. The New 
Columbia Encyclopedia (New 
York, 1975) tells the story thus: 

"During both world wars the port 
[Halifax] was an important naval 
and air base, convoy terminal, and 
embarkation center. In 1917 a 
vessel carrying explosives was 
rammed in the harbor, causing an 
explosion that killed about 1,800 
people, injured thousands more, 
and destroyed the northern part of 
the city.” 

Hugh's exposure to Cambodian

Special pavsion hé has enjoyed for 
many decades: philatelic 
delectables, that is, stamp 
collectibles! He put together a 
complete collection of Cambodian 
stamps, consisting of some 200 
items, dating from the 1930's to 
about 1975, the period when the 
country was part of France's 
Indo-Chinese colonial system. 
Because of lack of time to deyote to 
this aspect of his hobby Hugh sold 
this collection and about a 
year-and-a-half ago similarly 
disposed of a specialized 
accumulation of the stamps of 
Palestine; he retains his general, 
rather comprehensive Israel 
holdings, but isn't adding material 
as actively as he did in the recent 
past. 

He does, however, continue to add 
to his collection of more than 20 
Bibles, which he reads assiduously, 
si he has been a very serious 
Biblical student for a very long 
time. He reads also many selections 
from his extensive library; he is 
currently devouring a recent book 
about Richard Nixon, one of his 
favorite historical personalities. 

The shortage of available spare 
time has reduced his participation in 
another favorite avocation, the 
great game of chess, which he has 
pursued avidly for many years. 
Until very recently he played chess 
regularly every week With a 
neighbor; it is hoped the practice 
will be resumed as soon as time 
allows. 

Hugh for 40 years was a member 
of The Bond Astronomical Club at 
Harvard University. The great, 
world-famous astronomer, Dr. 
Harlow Shapley (1885-1972), 
Hugh's friend and associate, was its 
first president, and Hugh was its last 
at the time of its disbanding. The 
New Columbia Encyclopedia states 
that Dr. Shapley was astronomer at 
the Mount Wilson Observatory 
from 1914 to 1921, when he 
became director of the Harvard 
Observatory; he studied especially 
the structure of the universe, and 
determined by deduction the 
approximate size and structure of 
the Milky Way, the position of its 
center and the location of the sun in 
this galaxy. Hugh has many fond 
recollections of this remarkable 
scientist. 

When a telescope that Hugh had 
obtained from the Amateur 
Telescope Makers of Boston, with 
which he was associated, was stolen 
from his home after he conducted 


outdoor public observations with it 
for friends and neighbors, members 
of his church gave him a new 
telescope as a token of their esteem 
for him; he still has it but doesn't 
engage now in astronomy as much 
as he once did. 

Hugh makes daily diary entries, as 
does his sister Muriel; indeed most 
members of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
maintain family histories in "Books 
of Remembrance", 

The gathering, preservation and 
study of all_kinds of genealogical 
data is of véry great importance to 


the church, which has established 
extremely comprehensive and 
sophisticated procedures for 
conducting world-wide endeavors 
in these areas. 

Hugh and his wife Alice 
participate in the recording and 
processing of data in the Family 
Record Extraction Program using a 
computer in their home. Teams of 
photographers all over the world 
duplicate relevant documents of 
whatever kind - official and 
unofficial birth, death and marriage

semi-annual in-lieu-of-tax payment 
to each of the four communities on 
the RMLD service territory. A total 
of $288,493.20 was distributed in 
December, bringing the total 1996 
in-lieu-of-tax payment to 
$576,986.40. 
The 1996 payment represents two 
} percent of the RMLD's net utility 
| electric plant. According to RMLD 
General Manager Len Rucker, the 
payment was distributed to the four 
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communities in two equal 
payments, the first being distributed 
on June 30, 1996. Distribution of 
the payment is determined by the 
1995 sales of kilowatt hours for all 
four towns as stated in the RMLD's 
20 year agreement with the four 
member communities of Reading, 
North Reading, Wilmington and 
Lynnfield. Each town receives a 
predetermined percentage of total 
kilowatt hour sales. 

The December payments were 


distributed as follows: 

Reading $54,467.52, $108,935.03 
total; Lynnfield $16,588.36, 
$33,176.72 total; North Reading 
$44,3122.56, $88,625.11 total; 
Wilmington $173,124.77, 
$346,249.54 total

Many seniors do not 
understand the importance of 
having a Vile of Life form 
completed on their person. This 
completed form can be an asset in 
saving your life. It has done just 
that on several occasions. 

On the form will be your name, 
address, telephone number, 
insurance coverage, next of kin, 
their name and telephone number, 
medical problems and medications 
being taken. We hear on television 
and read in the papers of a person 
being given the wrong medication. 
That happens to elders more than 
we like to hear. We never know 
when we are alone a medical 
problem comes on quickly, a fall 
in the home or an automobile 
accident, can leave us unable to 
communicate with those trying to 
help us. 

Without’ knowing what 
medications we are taking or what 
our medical problems are, another 
medication could be given that 
would conflict with another we 
taken, that could cause death. If 
you have a Vial of Life completed 
keep it in your wallet or purse at 
all times, continually updating it.

their search for a suspect in the 

January 27th early Sunday morning 

assault of John F. Burke, 22, of 
Wilmington. 

According to Wilmington police 
inspector Pat King, the suspect and 
Burke had some sort of argument in 
the parking lot of Simards Roast 
Beef on Main st., which carried 
over to the Wilmington Plaza across 
from Simards.

According to 
King, he had been struck several 
times with an unknown object. 

Mr. Burke was Medi-Flighted to 
Massachusetts Hospital where he 
remains in a coma. 

Police have recovered a cup 
from the scene which is now being 
processed and may provide clues as 
to the attackers identity.

We do not ask for anything on 
the form, only information to save 
your life. You will receive a little 
red folder to put the smaller form 
in, along with your Medicare, 
supplemental insurance. and 
primary car® doctor's cards. All 
needed when taking you to the 
hospital by ambulance or 
otherwise. Being able to find all 
the necessary cards in one little red 
folder, will save a vast amount of 
precious time. Help us to help you, 
through this important program, 
by completing the forms either at 
the center or being taken to your 
home by an employee of the 
Center. \ 

Remember, do not open the door \ 
to a person you do not know. Call 
the center to check on the person;

Wetland wonders 
“The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) has respond- 
ed favorably to the town’s com- 
pliance plan to create a single 
two-acre island in Pillings Pond 
and would be willing to consider 
any other proposal developed by 
the town before the spring,” 
notes the “Lynnfield Villager.” 

“However, EPA Wetlands 
Enforcement Coordinator Kyla 
Bennett stated the town must 
remain prepared to implement 
its current plan on schedule in 
the event any other plan is not 
approved, 

“Pond abutters are not in 
favor of the proposal to create 
the island, and neither really 
are town officials, but consul- 
tants felt the island proposal 
would be a better solution than 
filling along the shore line since 
replacing a minimum of two 
acres for wetlands purposes is 
required by the EPA. The town 
also faced a fine of $25,000 per 
day for noncompliance if they 
did not deveiup a plan by 
November 29, a deadline which 
had already been extended by 
the agency. 

“Bennett said in her response 
more details are needed in the 
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Island getaway? 


manent water depths of one or 
more feet and therefore, the ele- 
vation of the island should be 
one foot below the proposed 
final elevation. 

“The EPA is also requesting 
that the plan include a method 
to prevent planted material 
from being destroyed by water- 
fowl, such as fencing the area 
until the plants are established. 

“The town has also been 
instructed to include a schedule 
of when the work will be done 
and a monitoring schedule. 
According to Bennett, the site 
must be monitored for a mini- 
mum of five years. 

“In response to the town rede- 
positing some of the material 


into the deeply dredged areas, 
Bennett stated the EPA would 
prefer to see the town maximize 
the wetland restoration area 
rather than raising the pond 


“Bennett said the EPA ‘will 
allow some fill material to be 
moved in order to create a road- 
way to remove the partially sub- 
merged heavy equipment from 
the pond. She noted that this 
work will be allowed to proceed 
as it is necessary to complete 
the restoration. 

“The town asked in its plan 
that they be allowed to make an 
alternate restoration plan at any 
time prior to implementation of 
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planted with water lily, spatter- 
dock, pickerel weed or other 
suitable submerged aquatic bare 
root stock and the plan should 
also provide a planting scheme. 
“In order to re-establish the 
submerged aquatic vegetation 
that was dredged by the town, 
Bennett stated the final eleva- 
tion should be lower than the 
elevation proposed. The plan 
proposes a final pond elevation 
of 97.2 ft. with the island of 
restored wetland above that. She 
said the vegetation to be 
restored typically grows at per-

“Following surgery to repair 
the rotator cuff in his shoulder, 
he found himself with extra time 
on his hands and wanted to keep 
busy. When he began volunteer- 
ing at BRMC in 1993, his super- 
visors discovered his mechani- 
cal ability and immediately 
made him the ‘wheelchair 
repair man. 

“L enjoy keeping active; said 
Standish, who also drives the 
bloodmobile for the Red Cross in 
Melrose and is active in the 
Masons, the Shriners and the 
Stoneham Baptist Church choir. 
‘I'm more busy now than when I 
was working eight hours a day’ 

“The 76-year-old volunteer 
stays young by baby-sitting his 
great grandchildren every 
Thursday and recently began 
pursuing his hobby of research- 
ing genealogy on the informa- 
tion superhighway.

you off the diamond and on the 
disabled list? The man in the 
gray and red Reebock warm up 
suit with designer sneakers says, 
“I had arm problems in 1995 and 
last year and was placed on the 
disabled list. I was sent to the 
minor leagues for a rest, but the 
problem needed to be solved 
medically. 

“I couldn't play catch without 
hurting. On September 13, 
(1996) Dr. James Andrews of 
Birmingham, AL operated after 
I got three opinions from three 
different doctors.” Today after 
three months of intensive physi- 
cal therapy at Children’s Hospi- 
tal, Boston, Jason sees the win- 
ter of his discontent melting. 

“In mid December I went to 
see Dr. Andrews and he said 
that three months after surgery 
my right elbow looks as good as 
if the operation had taken place 
four months ago. My age 
helped.” 

Time for the catcher to flash 
number one under this mitt. 
Batters know enough not to 
crowd the plate when number 46 
goes into his deliberate, free and 
fluid motion; the one opposing 
batters in the Merrimack Valley 
League feared and respected. 

Bere’s heater (fastball) has 
been described as sneaky fast. 
The kind that’s on top of the bat- 
ter and explodes into Ron 
Karkovice’s mitt faster than 90 
miles per hour. 

Jason that was in 1994. What 
about 1997? The modest young 
man says, “It (his right elbow) 
gets fatigued. The arm is in full 
extension. It's definitely a strike 
against you not pitching the pre- 
vious years. It’s no fun at the 
bottom. I’ve had two good years, 
two bad years and one year on 
the disabled list. I've adapted to 
hitters. Now I plan to have the 
hitters adapt to me, and what 
I'm doing. I’m looking forward 
to coming back full strength.” 

Last summer, in July, you 
spoke with Roger Clemens who 
was then playing for the Boston 
Red Sox. Why did you telephone 
him and what advice did he give 
you? The Wilmington’s native 
“He found out I was hurt. I was 
a freshman at WHS (in 1986) 
when he struck out 20 guys 
(against Seattle). I look up to 
him, watched him and emulated 
him,” + 
In their phone conversation 
last summer Clemens asked, 
“You ‘scuffling’ (having prob- 
lems)? He told me to just take it 
easy-it’s hard to deal with. Don’t 
push yourself. Give it (your 
arm) rest. Nobody will remem- 
ber what you do now - they 
remember what you do down the 
stretch. Your team is going to be 
there in the stretch.” 

The pitcher with the decep- 
tive fast ball rests his head on 
his left arm as he prepares to 
field the next question. In high 
school Coach Scanlon believes 
you were as good a pitcher as 
Steve Bedrosian who played for 
Methuen High School and the 
Philadelphia Phillies and 
Tommy Glavine who pitched for 
Billerica High School. 

Today Glavine is one of the 
Atlanta Braves’ best pitchers. 
This writer senses Jason is both 
flattered and embarrassed. The 
well conditioned athlete says, 
“It’s a great compliment. 
Tommy is considered one of the 
best going. Hopefully I can live 
up to it.” 

Coach Scanlon recalls his 
star Wildcat pitcher had a “droll 
sense of humor” which led to 
the next question. Do you still 
have it and has it helped you get 
through a tough day, week or 
year?

“I try not 
to be too serious. I’m pretty 
even keeled.

Basically I’m living a dream 
(the way Ray Kinsella, Kevin 
Costner) did in the movie Field 
of Dreams. I love what I’m 
doing and am extremely fortu- 
nate to be able to do it. I don’t 
EVER take it for granted. It 
takes athletes a lot of dedication 
and hard work, and skill to get, 
to the top. I wouldn’t trade it for 
anything at all. I’m just looking 
forward to throwing again.” 

By the time you read this 
story Jason Bere will have a 
new one year contract with the 
Chicago White Sox. He will | 
head south to Sarasota, FL for 
the Chicago White Sox’s spring 
training camp and dreams of a 
20 win season. 

While Jason's success has 
meant lifestyle changes it hasn’t 
changed his modest, down-to- 
earth perspective on life, family 
and community. This writer 
threw one last change of pace 
question at Jason Bere and he 
handled it easily and with char- 
acteristic honesty.
